In accord with the custom of his predecessors, your Su- 
perintendent, at the close of our school year, expresses words of 
encouragement and a few suggestions to our thinking men and 
women, concerning educational interests. This being the first 


15 
year of your present Supt’s official work, and also his first ac- 
quaintance with the, schools and with the people of the town, 
he has obviously performed his services at a disadvantage. It 
takes one year at least, to become acquainted with the condition, 
the various peculiarities and requirements of our schools. 

Your Superintendent has endeavored to zealously watch the 
progress of the schools, and to carefully note the excellencies and 
deficiencies observed. The excellencies pertain first to scholars, 
and second to teachers. We have many young minds in town 
which may he so trained and cultivated as to some day rank 
among the great and noble. 

The agents have, with very few exceptions, secured excel- 
lent teachers for the larger schools, some of whom are Normal 
school graduates, and they have, as a rule, done themselves 
much credit, as has been evinced by the progress of ‘the scholars 
and general good order of the schools. One has said: ‘‘ The 
sum of good scholars and good teachers, is a good school.” We 
wouldsadd system, and with system as our topic will refer briefly 
to deficiencies. It has grieved your Superintendent, in visiting 
the schools, to notice the incompleteness, and in many instances, 
absolute absence of system. In many schools, there are text 
books by various authors in the same branch. There are many 
individual classes, and many classes in the same branch, making 
so many that there is but little time for each. This is a great 
evil, and we would recommend our coming Board of Education 
to correct it as fast as may be expedient. 

Our smaller, or “ infinitesimal” schools, as they have been 
very properly figured by our predecessor, have flourished as well 
as they could considering their small size. 

One other deficiency we would mention, a deficiency in the 
School Registers as they are returned tous. We are required 
by law, to make a Statistical Report from these Registers to the 
State Committee. Now we would inquire of whom it may 
concern, how are we expected to report from blank Registers ?

Art. 3d. To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing 
year. 

Art. 4th. To see what sum of money the town will raise for the - 
support of schools in addition to what is required by law, 
or act thereon. 

Art. 5th. To see what sum of money the town will raise to be 
worked out on highways the ensuing year or act thereon. 


Art. 6th. To see what sum of money the town will raise to de- 
fray town charges. 


Art. 7th. To determine the methods of collecting taxes the en- 
suing year. 

Art. 8th. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
not to appoint an agent for the sale of spirituous liquors 
the ensuing year. 

9th. Is it expedient that a convention be called to revise 

| the constitution ? 

Art. 10th. To see if the town will vote to raise money to be 
used in grading the two hills against land of George 
Johnson and Augusta Pierce, on the county road leading 
from the Wm. Wheeler farm to the Factory Village, or 
act thereon. 

Art. 11th. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to purchase one road machine for the use of the town, or 
act thereon.
